And What Have You

Thanks to the Coahoma Bulldogs 
and their 15-14 win over the Anson 
Tigers Friday night, the Pipers 
are back in the running for the 
District 6-AA title chase. But their 
real test will come this Friday 
when they 
host 
the 
Ballinger 
Bearcats. 


The Bearcats are undefeated and 
are favorites to win the district this 
season. Ballinger is the only 
remaining undefeated team in the 
district and are ranked in the top IO 
of both the AP and Harris rating 
systems. 


For the Pipers it will be their 
only chance to stay in the title race 
as a loss to Ballinger would just 
about eliminate any chance for 
even a share of the title. The Pipers 
must win their next four games and 
then hope that Anson loses or ties 
one of their remaining four games 
for the Pipers to make it into the 
playoffs for the fourth year in a 
row. 


The Pipers must play at their 
best this week and will need all of 
the support they can get from their 
fans if they are to knock off the 
Bearcats. Like Anson, this is the 
week that the Ballinger team has 
been looking forward to since their 
10-7 loss to Hamlin last year. 


Newspapers across 
the state 
recently received notice about the 
changes in state laws regarding 
political advertising and this has 
brought on some editorial com­ 
ments that are worth repeating 
here. 


It will probably be next spring 
before there will be any amount of 
political advertising being placed 
with us here at the Herald, but it 
seems well to point out some of 
these changes in advance 


One 
change 
is 
that 
now 
newspapers may not charge any 
more for political advertising than 
for other categories of advertising. 
This does not affect us because we 
have always charged the same 
rates 


The one big change that will have 
an 
effect 
on 
us 
and 
m ost 
newspapers is that the new law 
requires cash with copy 
for 
political advertising and there are 
penalties for not getting cash with 
order. The penalties are quite 
severe. The state can collect a fine 
of triple the value of the political ad 
plus another $10,000. Any officer or 
director of a corporation con­ 
senting to the extension of credit 
for a political ad can be fined $5,000 
and imprisoned for five years. 
This means us, because the 
Herald is owned by a corporation 
and we are president of it. As some 
publishers have stated, we do not 
know if this law will be tested, but 
we don’t have any desire to be the 
one to find out. 
We have always tried to have a 
cash with order policy for political 
advertising because it is hard to 
collect from a losing candidate, but 
have not enforced this locally to 
any great extent. But from now on 
even our best friends had better 
plan on paying cash in advance for 
any political advertising they wish 
to place in the Herald. 
The question of publishing name 
and address on the ad has also 
been toughened up. We are re­ 
quired to print on the political ad 
the name and address of either the 
person who personally entered into 
the contract or transaction with the 
printer or publisher or in whose 
behalf such contract or transaction 
was entered into. 
Each candidate is required to 
name a campaign treasurer before 
making 
any 
campaign 
ex­ 
penditure. 
This is a little early to worry 
about political campaigns but we 
just want everyone to know in 
advance that we are not picking on 
you when we require cash in ad­ 
vance next spring when the 
primary elections get underway.

Spook a dark corner with a scary skeleton 
made from assorted sizes o f cardboard rolls 
You can obtain the rolls from kitchen wrap and 
Kilt wrap. 
I sc one long roll or tape several smaller ones 
together for the spine 
it should be about 28" 
long 
I se two l l 
rolls tor each arm and two 
l h ” rolls tor each leg Cut several rolls in half 
lengthwise and 
trim 
them to the following 
sizes 
|6 " tor the shoulder bone; 9 ” to I 2" for 
the various ribs 


I he skull and hip bone are made troin gallon 
plastic bottles I or the skull, cut off and dis 
lard the neck and handle of one bottle, invert 
and cut out features 
I or the hip bone, tut a 
piece, 4" deep, from the bottom o f the second 
bottle Curve the sides, as pictured, and punch a 
hole in the center to insert the spine 


Assem bly 
Begin vs ith the shoulders Cut tun 
slits across the roll tor the spine. 5 ” from the 
top Insert and glue the shoulders Glue each rib 
in place using the same method Push the end of the spine into the hole 
in the tup bone and glue to hold. Attach the legs to the hip bone, and 
anns 1° ,hc shoulders by punching holes in each and fastening 
together with string or paper fasteners

Newspapers across 
the state 
recently received notice about the 
changes in state laws regarding 
political advertising and this has 
brought on some editorial com­ 
ments that are worth repeating 
here. 


It will probably be next spring 
before there will be any amount of 
political advertising being placed 
with us here at the Herald, but it 
seems well to point out some of 
these changes in advance 


One 
change 
is 
that 
now 
newspapers may not charge any 
more for political advertising than 
for other categories of advertising. 
This does not affect us because we 
have always charged the same 
rates. 


The one big change that will have 
an 
effect 
on 
us 
and 
most 
newspapers is that the new law 
requires cash with 
copy 
for 
political advertising and there are 
penalties for not getting cash with 
order. The penalties are quite 
severe. The state can collect a fine 
of triple the value of the political ad 
plus another $10,000. Any officer or 
director of a corporation 
con­ 
senting to the extension of credit 
for a political ad can be fined $5,000 
and imprisoned for five years. 
This means us, 
because the 
Herald is owned by a corporation 
and we are president of it. As some 
publishers have stated, we do not 
know- if this law will be tested, but 
we don't have any desire to be the 
one to find out. 
We have always tried to have a 
cash with order policy for political 
advertising because it is hard to 
collect from a losing candidate, but 
have not enforced this locally to 
any great extent. But from now on 
even our best friends had better 
plan on paying cash in advance for 
any political advertising they wish 
to place in the Herald. 
The question of publishing name 
and address on the ad has also 
been toughened up. We are re­ 
quired to print on the political ad 
the name and address of either the 
person who personally entered into 
the contractor transaction with the 
printer or publisher or in whose 
behalf such contract or transaction 
was entered into. 
Each candidate is required to 
name a campaign treasurer before 
making 
any 
cam paign 
ex­ 
penditure. 
Ibis is a little early to worry 
about political campaigns but we 
just want everyone to know in 
advance that we are not picking on 
you when we require cash in ad­ 
vance next spring when 
the 
primary elections get underway.
